He Defends the Trusts and the 
Capitalists, 


SAYS FIGHT AGAINST THEM IS WRONG 


Speaking of Expansion, Roosevelt 
Reviews the Different Acquisi- 
tions and Tries To Show 
Them Same as Philip- 
pine Purchase. 


Oyster Bay, N.Y., September 15.—To Hon. 
Edward 0. Wolcott, Chairman Committee on 
Notification of Vice President—Sir: 1 accept 
the nomination as vice president of the.T'nited 
States, tendered me by the republican national 
convention, with a very deep sense of the honor 
conferred upon me and with an infinitely deep- 
er sense of the vital importance to the whole 
country of securing the re-election of Presi- 
dent McKinley. The nation’s welfare is at 
stake. We must continue the work which has 
been so well begun during the present admin- 
istration. We must show in fashion incapable 
of being misunderstood that the American 
people, at the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, face their duties in a calm and serious 
spirit; that they have no intention of per- 
mitting folly or lawlessness to mar the extraor- 
dinary material well being which they have 
attained at home, nor yet of permitting their 
flag to be dishonored abroad. 

I feel that this contest is by no means one 
merely between republicans and democrats. 
We have a right to appeal to all good citizens 
who are far-sighted enough to see what the 
honor and the interest of the nation demand. 
To put Into practice the principles embodied 
in the Kansas City platform would mean grave 
disaster to the nation: for that platform stands 
for reaction and disorder: for an upsetting of 
our financial system which would mean not 
only great suffering but the abandonment of 
the nation’s good faith; and for a policy abroad 
which would imply the dishonor of the flag and 
an unworthy surrender of our national rights. 
Its success would mean unspeakable humilia- 
tion to men. proud of their country, jealous of 
their country’s good name, and desirous of se- 
curing the welfare’of their fellow citizens. 
Therefore, we have a right to appeal to all 
good men, north and south, east and west, 
whatever their politics may have been in the 
past, to stand with us, because we stand for 
the prosperity of the country and for the 
renown of the American flag. 

Praises the Administration. 

The most !mportant of all problems is, of 
course, that of securing good government and 
moral and material well being within our own 
borders. Great though the need is that the 
nation should do its work well abroad, even 
this comes second to the thorough perform- 
ance of duty at home. Under the administra- 
tion of President McKinley this country has 
been blessed with a degree of prosperity ab- 
solutely unparalleled, even in its previous pros- 
perous history. While {ft is, of course, true 
that no legislation and no administration can 
bring success to those who are not stout of 
heart, cool of head and ready of hand, yet it 
is no less true that the individual capacity 
of each man to get good results for himself 
can be absolutely destroyed by bad legislation 
or bad administration, while under the reverse 
conditions the power of the individual to do 
good work is assured and stimulated. That is 
what has been done under the administration 
of President McKinley. Thanks to his actions 
and to the wise legislation of congress on the 
tariff and finance, the conditions of our indus- 
trial life have been rendered more favorable 
than ever before, and they have been taken 
advantage of to the full by American thrift, 
industry and enterprise. Order has been ob- 
served, the courts upheld, and the fullest lib- 
erty secured to all citizens. The merchant and 
manufacturer, but above all the farmer and 
the wage earner, have profited by this state 
of things. 

Fundamentally and primarily the present con- 
test is a contest for the continuance of the 
conditions which have told in favor of our 
material welfare and of our civil and political 
integrity. If this nation’is to retain either 
its well being or its self-respect, it cannot af- 
ford to plunge into financial and economic 
chaos; it cannot afford to tndorse governmental 
theories which would unsettle the standard 
of national honesty and destroy the integrity 
of our system of justice. The policy of the 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of sixteen to 
one is a policy fraught with destruction to 
every home in the land. It means untold mis- 
ery to the head of every household, and, above 
all, to the women and children of every home. 
When our opponents champion free silver at 
sixteen to one they are either insincere or sin- 
cere in their attitude. If insincere in their 
championship they, of course, forfeit all right 
to belief or support on any ground. If sin- 
cere, then they are a menace to the welfare 
of the country. Whether they shout their 
sinister purpose or merely whisper it makes 
but little difference, save as it reflects their 
own honesty. No issue can be paramount to 
the issue they thus make, for the paramountcy 
of such an issue is to be determined not by 
the dictum of any man or body of men, but 
by the fact that it vitally affects the well being 
of every home in the land, The financial ques- 
tion is always of such far-reaching and tre- 
mendous importance to the national welfare 


that it can never be raised in good faith un- 


less this tremendous importance is not merely 
conceded but insisted on. Men who are not 
willing to make such an issue paramount have 
no possible justification for raising it at all. 
for under such circumstances their act can- 
not under any conceivable circumstances do 
aught but grave harm. 

The success of the party representing the 
principles embodied in thé Kansas City plat- 
form would bring about the destruction of 
all the conditions necessary to the vontinuance 
of our prosperity. It would also unset*le our 
whole governmental system, and would, there- 
fore, disarrange all the vast and delicate ma- 
chinery of our complex industrial life. Above 
all, the effect would be ruinous to our finances.

No party 
can safely be entrusted with the management 
of our national affairs unless it accepts as 
axiomatic the truths recognized in all progres- 
sive countries as essential to a sound and proper 
system of finance. In their essence these must 
be the same for all great civilized peoples. 
In different stages of development, different 
countries face varying economic conditions, but 
at every stage and under all circumstances the 
most important element in securing their eco- 
nomic well being is sound finance, honcst 
money. So intimate is the connection between 
industrial prosperity and. a sound currency 
that the former is jeopardized, not merely by 
unsound finance, but by the very threat of un- 
sound finance. The business man and the 
farmer are vitally interested in this question: 
but no man’s interest is so great as that of the 
wage worker. A depreciated currency means 
loss and disaster to the business man: but it 
means grim suffering to the wage worker.

the great corporations denounced, the effect 
is, of courze, 
the whole movement. Nevertheless, 
real abuses, and there is 
striving to remedy these abuses. A 
ill-considered effort to remedy 
either be absolutely without 
would simply do damage. 

The first thing to do is to find out the facts: 
and for this purpose publicity as to capitaliza- 
tion, profits, and all else of importance to the 
public, is the most useful measure. The mere 
fact of this publicity would fn itself rem dy 
certain evils, and, as to the others, it would in 
some cases point out the remedies, and would 
at least enable us to tell whether or not cer- 
tain proposed remedies would be useful. The 
state acting in its collective capacity would 
thus first find out the facts and then be able to 
take such measures as wisdom dictated. Much 
can be done by taxation. Even more can be 
done by regulafion, by close supervision, and 
the unsparing excision of all unhealthy, de- 
structive and anti-social elements. The sep- 
arate state governments can do a great deal: 
and where they decline to co-operate the na- 
tional government must step in. 

While paying heed to the necessity of keeping 
our house in order at home, the American peo- 
ple cannot, if they wish to retain their self- 
respect, refrain from doing their duty as a great 
nation in the world. The history of the na- 
tion is in large part the_history of the na- 
tion’s expansion. When the first continental 
congress met in Liberty hall and the thirteen 
original states declared themselves a nation. 
the westward limit of the country was marked 
by the Alleghany mountains. Even during the 
revolutionary war the work of expansion went 
on. Kentucky, Tennessee and the great north- 
west, then known as the Illinois country, were 
conquered from our whfte and Indian foes dur- 
ing the revolutionary struggle and were con- 
firmed to us by the treaty of peace in 1783 
Yet the land thus confirmed was not then given 
to us. It was held by an alien foe until the 
army under General Anthony Wayne freed Ohio 
from the red man, while the treaties of Jay 
and Pinckney secured from the Spanish and 
British Natehez and Detroit” 

In 1803, under President Jefferson, the great- 
est single stride in expansion that we ever 
took was taken by the purchase of the Louis- 
lana territory. This so-called Louisiana, which 
included what are now the states of Arkansas, 
Missouri, Louisiana, Iowa, Minnescta, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, North and South Dakota, Idaho, 
Montana and a large part of Colorado and 
Utah, was acquired by treaty and purchase 
under President Jefferson exactly and pre- 
cisely as the Philippines have been acquired 
by treaty and purchase under President Mc- 
Kinley. The doctrine of ‘‘the consent of the 
governed,”’ the doctrine previously enunciated 
by Jefferson in the declaration of independence, 
was not held by him or by any other sane man 
to apply to the Indian tribes in the Louisiana 
territory which he thus acquired,. and there 
was no vote taken even of the white inhabhi- 
tants, not to speak of the negroes and Indians, 
as to whether they were willing that their 
territory should be annexed. The great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants, white and colored 
ajike, were bitterly opposed to the transfer. 
An armed force of United States soldiers had 
to be hastily sent into the territory to pre- 
vent insurrection, President Jefferson sending 
these troops to Louisiana for exactly the same 
reasons and with exactly the same purpose 
that President McKinley has sent troops to 
the Philippines. Jefferson distinctly stated thar 
the Louisianians were “not fit or ready for 
self-government,’” and years elapsed before 
they were given self-government, Jefferson ap- 
pointing the governor and other officials with- 
out any consultafion with the inhabitants of 
the newly-acquired territory. The doctrine 
that the ‘‘constitution follows the flag’’ was 
not then even considered either by Jefferson o1 
by any other serious party leader, for it never 
entered their heads that a new territory should 
be governed other than in the way in which 
the territories of Ohio and Illinois had al- 
ready been governed under Washington and the 
elder Adams; the theory known by this utteriy 
false and misleading phrase was only struck 
out in political controversy at a much later 
date, for the sole purpose of justifying the 
extension of slavery into the territories. 

Says It Was Jefferson’s Policy. 

The parallel between what Jefferson did with 
Louisiana and what is now being done in the 
Philippines is exact. Jefferson, the author of 
the declaration of independence, and of the 
‘consent of the governed’’ doctrine, saw no 
incongruity between this and the establishment 
of a government on common sense grounds 
in the new territory; and he railed at the 
sticklers for an impossible application of his 
principle, saying, in language which at the 
present day applies to the situation in the 
Philippines without the change of a _ word, 
‘‘though it is acknowledged that our new fellow 
citizens are as yet as incapable of self-govern- 
ment as children, yet some cannot bring them- 
selves to suspend its principles for a single 
moment."’

AMERICANS HAVE A HOT TIME. 


Company of Fourteenth Unifed States 

Infantry Engage 2,000 Boxers. 

Tien Tsin, Septomber 14, via. Shang- 
haf, September 15.—A British signal of- 
ficer reports a sharp cngagement be- 
tween a company of the Fourteenth Unit- 
ed States infantry and 2.000 boxers at Mo 
Tao on the road to Pekin. - The Amert- 
cans made a gallant stand, and a detach- 
ment of the Rengal Lancers nearby, hear- 
ing the firing. came to their rescue and 
charged the boxers in the rear. The 
Chinese were routed, leaving 200 dead. 
The Americans hai no casualties. 

The Germans report an engagement 
with a heavy force of boxers west of 
Pekin yesterday (Thursday). The Ger- 
man loss is said to have been twenty. 

Indications now point strongly to the 
withdrawal of all the powers from Pekin

government should be introduced throughout the 
territory, but only as the different parts be- 
came fit for it, and no sooner. This fs just the 
policy that has been pursued. In no part of 
the Louisiana purchase was complete self- 
government introduced for a number of years; 
in one part of it, the Indian Territory, it has 
not yet been introduced, although nearly a 
century has elapsed. Over enormous tracts 
of it, including the various Indian reserva- 
tions, with a territory in the aggregate as large 
as that of the Philippines, the constitution has 
never yet ‘‘followed the flag;’’ the army officer 
and the civillan agent stil) exercise authority, 
without asking the ‘‘consent of the governed.”’ 
We must proceed in the Philippines with the 
same wise caution, taking each successive step 
as it becomes desirable, and accommodating 
the details of our policy to the peculiar needs 
of the situation. But as soon as the present 
revolt is put down and order established, it 
will undoubtedly be possible to give to the 
islands a larger measure of self-government 
than Jefferson originally gave Louisiana. 

The next great step in expansion was the 
acquisition of Florida. This was partly ac- 
quired by conquest and partly by purchase, 
Andrew Jackson being the most prominent 
figure in the acquisition. It was taken under 
President Monroe, the aftertime President John 
Quincy Adams being active in securing the pur- 
chase. As in the case of the Philippines. 
Florida was acquired by purchase from Spain, 
and in Florida the Seminoles, who had not been 
consulted in the sale, rebelled and waged 
war exactly as some of the Tagals have re- 
belled and waged war in the Philippines. The 
Seminole war lasted for many years, but Presi- 
dents Monroe, Adams and Jackson declined for 
a moment to consider the question of abandon- 
ing Florida to the Seminoles, or:to treat their 
non-consent to the government of the Unitei 
States as a valid reason for turning over the 
territory to them. 

Our next acquisition of territory was that of 
Texas, secured by trea after it had been 
wrested from the Mexicans by the Texans 
themselves. Then came the acquisition of 
California, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada an4 
parts of Colorado and Utah as the result of 
the Mexican war, supplemen five years later 
by the Gadsden purchase. 

The next acquisition was that Alaska, 3e- 
cured from Russia by treaty d purchase. 
Alaska was full of natives, so of whom had 
advanced well beyond the stage of savagery 
and were Christians. They were not consulted 
about the purchase nor was their acquiescence 
required. The purchase was made by the men 
who had just put through a triumphant war 
to restore the union and free the slave; but 
none of them deemed it necessary to push the 
doctrine of the ‘‘consent of the governed’ to a 
conclusion so fantastic as to necessitate the 
turning over of Alaska to its original owners, 
the Indian and the Aleut. For thirty years the 
United States authorities, military and civil, 
exercised the supreme authority in a tract of 
land many times larger than the Philippines, 
in which it did not seem likely that there would 
ever be any considerable body of white in- 
habitants. 

The simple truth is that there is nothing even 
remotely resembling ‘‘Imperialism’’ or ‘‘mill- 
tarism’’ involved in the present development 
of that policy of expansion which has been 
part of the history of America from the day 
when she became a nation. The words mean 
absolutely nothing as applied to our present 
policy in the Philippines; for this policy is only 
imperialistic in the sense that Jefferson's policy 
in Louisiana was imperialistic; only military in 
the sense that Jackson's policy toward ithe 
Seminoles or Custer’s toward the Sioux em- 
bodied militarism; and there is no more dan- 
ger ofits producing evil results at home 
now than there was of its interfering with 
freedom under Jefferson or Jackson. or in the 
days of the Indian wars on the plains. Our 
army is relatively not as large as it was in 
the days of Wayne; we have not one regular 
for every thousand inhabitants. There is no 
more danger of a draft than there ig of the re- 
introduction of slavery. 

The only certain way of rendering it neces- 
sary for our republic te enter on a career of 
‘‘militarism’’ would be to abandon the Philip- 
pines to their own tribes, and at the same time 
either to guarantee a stable government among 
these tribes or to guarantee them against out- 
side interference. A far larger army would 
be required to carry out any such policy than 
will be required to secure order under the Amer- 
ican flag: while the presence of this flag on 
the islands is really the only possible security 
against outside . The whole ar- 
gument against Presifent McKinley's policy in 
the Philippines absurd when it is 
conceded that we should, to quote the language 

eg ohn ‘‘give to the 
government.”’ 


independence, they 
entitled to decide for themselves 
their shall be stable or 
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unstable, civilized or savage, or whether they 
shall have any government at all: while it 
is, of course, equally evident that under such 
conditions we have no right whatever to guar- 
antee them against outside interference any 
more than we have to make such a guarantee 
in the case of the boxers (who are merely the 
Chinese analogues cf Aguinaldo’s followers). If 
we have a right to establish a stable govern- 
ment in the islands it necessarily follows that 
it is not only our right but our duty to support 
that government until the natives gradually 
grow fit to sustain it themselves. How cise 
will it be stable? The minute we leave it, it 
ceases to be stable. 


Government of. Islands. 


Properly speaking, the question is now not 
whether we shall expand—for we have already 
expanded—but whether we shall contract. The 
Philippines are now part of American territory. 
To surrender them would be to surrender Amer- 
ican territory. They must, of course, be gov- 
erned primarily in the*inierests of their own 
citizens. Our first care must be for the people 
of the islands which have come under our 
guardianship as a result of the most righteous 
foreign war that has been waged within the 
memory of the present generation. They must 
be administered in the interests of their tin- 
habitants, and that necessarily means that 
any question of personal or partisan politics 
in their administration must be entirely elim!- 
nated. We must continue to put at the heads 
of affairs in the different islands such men as 


y General Wood, Governor Allen and Judge Taft, 


and it is a most fortunate thing that we are 
able to illustrate what ought to be done in the 
way of sending officers thither by pointing 
out what actually has been done. The minor 
Places in their administration, where it is tm- 
possible to fill them by natives, must be filled 
by the strictest application of the merit sys- 
tem. It is very important that in our own 
home administration the merely ministerial 
and administrative offices, wheré the duties are 
entirely non-political, shall be filled absolutely 
without reference to partisan affillations; but 
this is many times more important in the newly 
acquired islands. The merit system is in its 
anes ey ,° democratic as our common school 
system, for it simp! means hance 
and fair play for ath — 4 

It must be remembered always that 
ing these islands in the intevedl of the inhah. 
itants may not necessarily be to govern m 
as the inhabitants at the moment prefer. To 
grant self-government to Luzon under Agul- 
naldo would be like granting self-government 
to an Apache reservation under some local 
chief; and this is no more altered by the 
factgthat the Filipinos fought the Spaniards 
than it would be by the fact that Apaches 
have long been trained and employed the 
United States army and have rendered signal 
service therein; just as the Pawnees did under 
the administration of President Grant, just 
as the Stockbridge Indians did in the days of 
General Washington, and the friendly tribes 
of the Six Nations in the days of President 
Madison. 

There are now in the United States communi- 
ties of Indians which have advanced so far 
that it has been possible to embody them as a 
whole in our political system, all the members 
of the tribe becoming United States eftizens. 
There are other communities where the bulk of 


the tribe are still too wild for it to be possi-. 


ble to take such a step. 
als among the Apaches, Pawnees, Iroquois, 
Sioux and other tribes, who are now United 
States citizens, who are entitled to stand, and 
do stand, on an absolute equality with all our 
citizens of pire white blood. Men of Indlan 
blood are now serving in the army and nav 
and in congress and occupy high position both 
in the business and the political world. There 
is every reason why as rapidly as an Indian, 
or any body of Indians, becomes fit for self- 
government, he or it should be granted the full- 
est equality with the whites; but there would 
be no justification whatever in treating this 
fact as a reason for abandoning the wild tribes 
to work out their own destruction. Exactly 
the same reasoning applies In the case of the 
Philippines. To turn over the islands to Agui- 
naldo and his followers would not be to give 
self-government to the islanders: under no 
circumstances would the majority thus gain 
self-government. They would simply be put 
at the mercy of a syndicate of Chinese haif- 
breeds, under whom corruption would flourish 
far more freely than ever it fidurished unde- 
Tweed, while tyrannical oppression would ob- 
tain to a degree only possible under such an 
oligarchy.

Newnan Lawyers Present Memorial 
on Deceased Members. 


Newnan, Ga., September 16.—(Special.)— 
At the close of the superior court here 
this last week, memorials prepared by 
committees of the bar on the late Judge 
Orlando McClendon and ex-Governor W. 
Y. Atkinson were read. Stveral members 
of the bar made touching speeches con- 
cerning these two distinguished members, 
now deceased. The remarks of Judge 3. 
W. Harris were especially beautiful and 
full of pathos. The grand jury in their 
general presentments followed the pre- 
vious one in their opinion of the need of 
a new courthouse for Coweta, and said: 
‘‘We find the courthouse in a generally di- 
lapidated condition, but at the present 
time would advise against any expendi- 
ture of any money on it.’’

SOME STIRRING SCENES 
IN ANTE-BELLUM GEORGIA 


“BY W. A. OSBORN. 

Fifty years ago I witnessed the most in- 
tensely exciting political gathering that 
ever came under my observation. It 
was Sepiember, 1850, in Temperance hall, 
Columbus, Ga. Our congress closing that 
year was a long session extended to its 
almost, iimit, because of the excited and 
bitter controversy incident to an e Ud 
distribution of the territories, slave aud 
free, acquired by the results of our Mex- 
ican war, 


Toombs and Stephens had come to C0- 
lumbus under an appointment to set them- 
selves right before the people on the ter- 
ritorial question, although the question 
had already been settied by congreé>s. 
There remained in Columbus many ho» 
embers, as Columbus, you know, was the 
hot bed of southern rights in 180, and 
later of secession. Toombs had, in Feb- 
ruary, 1850, delivered the most inflammmta- 
tory speech during that notable sessivgn. 
His peroration was like setting fire to 
stubble, firing the southern heart into an 
intdnse blaze. When hp said ‘Goillic- 
men, unless you give us an equai par 
ticipation in the terrmtories acquired by 
our common blood and treasure, [ will 
quit you and go home and like Hom-ica- 
of old, will swear my children upon my 
country’s altar eternai hostility to your 
fcul domination.’’ This Hamilear speech 
as it was called, was published in tliat 
remarkable paper, The New York Book, 
Seventy-five per cent of its patrons lived 
in our southland, hence it did its best to 
cater to jiocal feeling and prejudice. There 
was a party that came to the front that 
year called the southern rights party, in 
contradiction to the whig and democratic 
rarty, drawing mainly its strength from 
the democratic party, with now and then 
an addition of an ardent young whig who 
had attained his majority, having fed on 


The New York Day Bovok—was burning 
with the first glow of tnanhood and pa- 
triotism. To this latter class I belonged.. 

We desired to have a specific line run 
through these territories fixing the pre- 
cise boundary cf slave and free territory. 
A convention was called to assemble in 
Nashville, Tenn., in the month of May, 
with the motto inscribed on their banners 
36.30 or fight.”” What they wanted was 
the old Missouri compromise line extend- 
ed through these territories, declaring 
that south of 36.30 the slave holders couid 
remove from the states and carry his 
slaves with him and dig gold without ap- 
prehension; that no slaves would be soon 
kidnaped and, transferred to the free s0il 
to dig gold for wages. 

Walter T. Colquitt, though advanced in 
|} years, was the ruling spirit of that con- 
vention. In the papers he was carica- 
tured en route to Nashville with a cof- 
fin on his back with an inscription un- 
derneath ‘36.30 or fight.’’ Last year some 
writer shid that it was at this conven- 
tion he made the last speech of his lite, 
but I will show later that he was mistak- 
en. 

Returning to the Temperance nall. It 
was Saturday. The southern rights party 
had asked for a division of time in dils- 
cussing the burning territorial question, 
and also cur southern grievances gener- 
ally. This was Jeciined. Then they 
armed themselves and were present in 
full force. Some of them were invited 
and took seats on the platform. This 
party thought they had been betrayed Dy 
Toombs and Stephens, thking their 
view point as to the course they would 
pursue frcm Toombs'’s Hamilcar\ speech. 
As the fight progressed in congress, as al- 
so the descision of the su- 
preme court deciding that a slave holder 
was entitled under the constitution of 
the United States protection to his prop- 
erty in amy part of the territories, even 
as high as 54.49, 

Toombs, as he was the head and front 
of this offending party, seeing the hope- 
less and impractical scheme of the south- 
ern rights party 86.30, aecepted Mr. 
Clay’s compromise measure, based upon 
the decision of the supreme court. The 
Southern Rights party realized there 
was no practical good in the decision to 
them, which I have not space to elabor- 
ate, felt necessarily disgruntled at the 
congressional result, and wag in this state 
of mind exasperated to a high degree 
without an opportunity on that occasion 
to vindicate their view of their grievances 
When the assembly was called to order 
there was a dozen or more of Columbus’s 
most promirent ladies present, 


Mr. Sterhens was the first speaker. He 
had not spoken more than ten minutes 
before some drunken man in the audience 
lie. In a moment everybody was on their 
feet. The ladies, frightened, Started to 
leave. but wise heads admonished thei 
to remain, as their presence was their 
only hope to preserve order. When the 
excitement wes at its height, I foolishty 
got up in a window and saw a ‘arge 
man with a white handle knife with more 
than ordinary. blade raised above the 
heads of the dense crowd. On lowering 
the same in the most deliberate manner 
yet, to my surprise I heard not nor saw 
any damage, which was a mystery to me, 
but discussing this scene with Ches How- 
ard, of our city, a few years ago, who 
was present, said the large man was An- 
derson Abercrombie, and he hearing that 
his son, Little Jim, as he was called, 
‘was about to get into a difficulty with 
Tom Smith. a desperate fellow, son of 
Hamp Smith, one of Columttus’ most 
prominent citizens, thought by flourishing 
his knife above their heads that the 
crowd would give back and he would 
more surely and quickly get in reach of 
his son and step the impending difficulty, 
which, if started, was sure to end in ter- 
rible disaster. f 

Stephens finished his speech uninter- 
rupted, accupying about two hours, clos- 
ing at 1 o’clock, but such was the ex- 
cltement that nelthér dinner nor adjourn- 
ment were thought of. When Toombs 
arose to speak the crowd was surely ex- 
cited and in temper equipped for any- 
thing of violent type. Many stood up 
crowding around the platform. R. I. 
Moses, one of Georgia’s best citizens, 
though not so prominent then as after- 
wards, was standing in the middle aisle 
with one hand on the platform. I was in 
his immediate rear. Mdses was a Charles- 
ton Jew. proud of his nativity and quick 
to resent an insult to his state. In the 
commencement of the meeting there were 
distributed circulars containing garbled 
extracts from Toombs’s congressional] rec- 
ord touching the territorial question. 
From reading these extracts it. seemed to 
me almost impossible for him to extri- 
cate himself from the dilemma of gross 
inconsistency. 


After he had spoken not exceeding ten 
minutes he rudely assailed the reputation 
of South Carolina, which had already ex- 
pressed a desire to secede from the union, 
made the bold and emphatic declaration 
that she was a traitor. No sooner was 
this uttered than Moses. standing in four 
paces of him. hissed him with decided em- 
phasis. I had my eye on Toombs. who, 
bowing himself toward Moses, with an 
eve flashing with resentment and a voice 
indicating the same, said: ‘Hiss who you 
or anybody that says South Carolina is 
a traitor.” Just then was the hottest 
time I ever witnessed. Everybe@y was 
on their feet. A neighbor of mine, Tom 
Prather. whose wife was some way re- 
lated to Toombs, made for Moses. 
went out of the pew Jonathan Peel, an- 
other neighbor, caught him by the skirt 
of the coat and held him until order was 
restored. 

I shall never forget Toombs’s manner 
when resuming his speech. Drawing him- 
self up in most lofty and manly form, 
he said: “Gentlemen, this is no place for 
a difficulty, but as long as this head 
lies above the sod I am responsible for 
anything I may say. Just name your 
time and place.” (Vociferous applause.)

The state right's people 
felt discontented, much like the negro 
who having been baptized as he rose trom 
the water, before his eyes were opened, 
sloshing his hands over his face, said: 
“Now I'm ready for a ‘'spute.”’ 


Such was our intensity on this line that 
we sought out Walter T. Colquit, who 
had been complaining all the summer, 
and insisted that he make us a speech. It 
was the first and only speech 1 ever heard 
him make, and doubtless his best. I re- 
member well his manner and style of 
oratory. Among many things he said, he 


| corepared the union, alias submission par- 
ity, to a lot of mill boys; said when he 


used to go to mill, while the grist was 
grinding, that a lot’ of mill boys would 
gather under a shade and the ringleaders 
would endeavor to maneuver a fight be- 
tween two of the boys as a little recrea- 
tion or pastime. One boy would put a 


| chip on his head and dare any one to 


knock it off. Another would step out, 
and with his great bare toe, make a 
mark on the ground and dare any one 
to face him; but should one have the 
courage to toe the mark, he would 
promptly step back, make another mark 
and renew the dare. The speaker dra- 
matically went through the toe marking 
process. Thus was the manner of the 
submissionists; they would say to the 
yankees this far you may come, but no 
farther. But they rudely and wantonly 


violated the constitution by enacting laws 
nullifying its teachings, and then they 
would retire with drawn feet and say, 
“You must not do that again.’’ 


I am confident that’ was Colquft’s last 
political utterance. Twenty years after 
the exciting occasion referred to Toombs, 
Moses and myself met at a fair in Co- 
lumbus, 1870, and had quite a pleasant 
chat. They having become quite good 
friends by virtue of their army associa- 
tion, Moses being a member of Toombs's 
staff, our mutual interview was conclud- 
ed by Toombs inviting us to join him in 
a social glass. Moses accepted. I, loyal 
to my habits, declined; but was present 
when Toombs lifted his glass to his lips 
and heard him say some not very nice 
things about the yankees,

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WANT CHANGE IN CHARTER. 


Columbus Council Committee Will 
Make Suggestions. 

Columbus, Ga., September 16.—(Special.) 
Great interest attaches to the work of 
a ccmmittee appointed at a recent meet- 
ing of the city council to investigate the 
advigability of certain suggested changes 
in the charter of the city of Columbus, to 
report thereon at the October meeting of 
the council. 

One 
ccmmittee is the advisability of petition- 
ing the legislature to pass a iocal act 
an énding the charter >f the city so as to 
give the city the power to assess abutt- 
ing property owners for paving purposes. 
At present the city has no ‘egal right to 
do this. There is a sentiment in favor of 
doing extensive paving in Columbus in 
the next few years, and of pro-rating the 
experse, the property owners »n either 
side of the street paving one-third each, 
and the city one-third. On the other 
hand, there is quite a strong sentiment 
in other quarters against making such 
large assessments of property owners. 

Another suggested change ‘n the char- 
ter that is being considered is petition- 


same to be incorporated in the city char- 
ter, fixing the liquor lines and limits in 
the city of Columbus. One of the mem- 
bers of _the committee said yesterday that 
there was, quite strong sentiment to take 
the liquor question out.of council. He 
said that so long as the council has the 
annual privilege of revising the liquor 
lines and changing the saloon holrs, the 
whisky dealers gnd those who rented 
them property, and also those property 
owners who might be affected by the es- 
tablishment of new saloons, woy]d be in 
a state of apprehension and uneasiness. 
He said that if both the limits and the 
hours were defined by the city charter, 
there could be no continuous agitation 
of the subject. He said that no mate- 
rial changes in the present status of 
things were being contemplated. Another 
matter that is being considered by the 
committee is the advisability of substi- 
tuting graded liquor licenses in the place 
of the present uniform licenses of $500. 
The license, it is proposed, will not be 
based upon the locatiog of the saloon, but 
upon the character of the business, It 
is proposed to have separate licenses for 
ret dealers, wholesale dealers and deal- 
ers in beer. 

One member of the committee thinks 
that aldermen should be given a nomi- 
nal salary of $100. At present they re- 
ceive no salary whatever.

Later when asked if Paul Bratton was 
the man, he made a sign presumed to in- 
dicate the affirmative. 

The Brattons, after the shooting, drove 
hurriedly back to Yorkville. They have 
been arrested on the warrant of the cofo- 
ner, as has the negro driver, Will Cald- 
well, who testified that John 8S. Bratton 
said in the carriage that he had shot 
Brown. 

No evidence as to the motive was pro- 
duced, but it is known that John B, Brat- 
ton and Brown had a difficulty a tew 
days ago, it being stated that Brown had 
wronged Bratton. 

Crockett, to whom Brown referrcud & 
his ante-mortem statement, is a brother 
in law of John S. Bratton and also of

The Brattons are nephews of the qate 
Dr. J. Rufus Bratton, celebrated confed- 
erate surgeon, for whose capture the 
United States government offered @ 
fabulous sum, he being the grand cyclops 
of the kuklux cian, the organization which 
terrorized the negroes into submission to 
white government. He was kidnaped in 
Canada by United States detectives and 
brought to this country, but England pro- 
tested, and he was returned to Canada to 
avert war with England.

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_EMERGENCY RATION READY. 


| Troop of Cavalry Will Make a March 


Under Board’s Observation. 

Kansas City, September 16.—The emer- 
gency ration board of the war depart- 
ment began in Kansas City yesterday the 
preparation for a test to determine what 
shall be the new emergency ration for 
the United States army in the field, Two 
thousand rations of a combination of 
foods which the board has decided to test 
will be made by a local packing compa- 
ny and then an actual emergency march 
will be made in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory by a troop of cavalry from 
Fort Sill to Fort Reno, the men eating 
only the food of which the board has 
decided to make a trial. The experiment 
may result in a complete change in the 
feeding of the American soldier during 
duty in the field. 

The members of this board are Colonel 
A. T. Dempsey,First infantry, Captain W. 
3 Fountain, Eighth cavalry, and Captain 
EF. W. Foster, of the Fifth cavalry. Their 
purpose has been to learn the smallest 
amount of food that would maintain a 
man’s muscles during a day. To ascertain 
this they have made a vast number of 
experiments since they were appointed 
last December and they have decided upon 
a simple mixture consisting of two cakes 
of pure sweet chocolate and three cakes 
of a combination of meat and breadstuffs 
ina condensed form, al] contained in a 
small tin can, six inches long and like 
a flask. The board is also to make a test 
of a combination which is the same as 
their own compound except that tea is 
used instead of chocolate,

THINKS THE DEVIL CAUSED 
THE GALVESTON HORROR 


Dr. Walker Lewis, in iis sermon yester- 
day morning at the First Methodist 
church, advanced an interesting theory in 
connection with the recent Galveston ca- 
lamity. He said that he did not think it 
was an act of God, but of the devil. Fur- 
ther, he did not think that God was ever 
the efficient cause of any of the great 
disasters that had befallen the earth, and 
while he would not affirm that these up- 
heavals of nature were fhe ‘work of 
Satan, he believed it to be true, and was 
quite sure the devil had not! only the pow- 
er to effect them, but the quality of heart 
to make him like the job. 

His congregation heard him expound his 
theory with keen interest. 

The subject of Dr. Lewis's sermon was 
“The Prince of the Power of the Air.’ 
He took for his text: ‘‘Wherein in times 
past ye walked according to the course 
of this world.'’—Ephesians, 11:2. 

He sald: 

“The great cent'ral truth of this state- 
ment it is worth our while to consfder. 
It is the personality and work of the 
devil. 

“ “Oh, I don’t belleve in the devT!! 1s 
probably some one’s response to the sub- 
ject I have announced. Neither’do I be- 
lieve in the devil. The Apostle’s Creed 
does not call for faith in him as a condi-

“What is said of him here in this scrip-

apostle discloses the appalling truth that 
the devil is likewise at work in the chil- 
dren of disobedience. Access to human 
souls and power to sow them down with 
the seed of his kingdom, is here affirmed 
of this malign person who fills the vast 
regions of mystery with his elusive pres- 
ence. He spread the leaven of the Phar- 
isees. He did the sowing that led our 
Lord to say upon the discovery of the 
tares among the wh@@t, ‘An enemy hath 
done this.’ It was his suggestion that 
David take a census of his people, that 
he might gain occaston against them for 
their overthrow. The whole realm of 
thought and imagination is the local field 
through which he goes with that awful 
seed basket! upon his arm, ever emptying : 
its contents !nto the furrows of the earth. 
Governmental measures of mere policy 
and momentous injustice flattens against 
the right, conspiracies to defraud or to 
corner, the whole brood of eyjl thoughts, 
bursting in a muddy torrent through suc- 
cumbing breakwaters, are born of his 
own fathering, and bred of his own pow- 
idence. 

“He does much more than this work. 
He is ‘the prince of this world,’ and he 
strives to control its course. Our Lord 
gave him this title when He stood under 
the shadow of his cross; and while He 
proclaimed this prince's expulsion in 
terms so positive as to make that end 
seem imMinent, it is yet as to actual 
fact, a far off assertion of judgment. He 
is to go. The eye of the Son saw the 
flash of his final fall through the opened 
centuries, but he is still here. He showed 
the kingdoms of this world to our Lord 
and claimed the right and power to give 
them to his servants, and yet there was 
no contest of the claim in the rebuke that 
fell upon the arch tempter’s head St. 
Paul goes even further in his recognition 
of the devil’s actual sway, when he calls 


him ‘the god of this world,’ and ascribes | 


to him power to blind with the things 
that are perishing every unbelieving soul. 
The god of this world! Expressive title! 
Did hq not demand of the Son of Man 
the rifes of worship for himself? 
“Helstands forth again in this text in 
the s®irtling attitude of ‘the prince of 
power of the air.’ There is the bare sug- 
gestion here of what, if really true, is an 
appalling terror. It is an ascription to 
the devil unless there is some other int'er- 
pretation of this language, of control over 
the forces and phenomena of the atmos- 
phere. 
“Are we quite right in the ground of 
faith that al] the seismic and atmospheric 
disturbances of earth are the operation 
of law or of God? That is the common 
conclusion I must concede; and I think 
all things happen according to law, 
though often not in accordance with the 


} divine will. 


Unquestionably a knowledge 

of law might enable une to produce the 
mightiest results and even disturbances 
of the fearfulest kind. If man were cog- 
nizant of all the laws of natum he would 
be himself a prince of the power of the 
air, and as such he would be capable of 
producing great results at will. The devil 
is not dull. That he doesn’t know will 
hardly ever be acquired by the search- 
ing of the student. He is able to arrange 
the train and fire the magagine that 
strikes a continent, and at least some of 
earth’s great convulsions are due to his 
own power. 

“Come with me to a home in the east. 
It is a home of wealth and luxury. There 
are seven sons and three daughters, and 
it-is a day of feasting and merriment. 
The week of gayety is being spent as they 
x0 from brother to brother in the hey day 
of young life. What a scene of innocent 
delight to bé rudely dissipated! But out 
yonder on the horizon the prince of the 
air is hanging on a throne-capped cloud, 
and {is shaping and charging it with the 
elements of destruction. It moves! It 
begins to,gyrate. The red flames within 
its bosom force their flery faces through 
the vell of the cloud, and then, on and 
faster it soars and whirls until it strikes 
the revelers and under the pillars and 
roof and walls of the great building there 
ten young people were instantly buried. 
Hurried out of life by this remediless vis- 
itation. It was the devil, prince of the 
power of the aur. 

“Come with me to the sea of Galilee. 
Far out upon the quiet bosom of the 
sleeping water a little boat is resting, 
save when the oars are laz@ forced 
through the depths. It bears the disci- 
ples, and in the hinder part the weary 
Son of Man is stretched asleep. But up 
the gorges that ascend from the placid 
surface of the little sea, an invisible force 
is mobilizing the ‘winds for swift and 
awful service. He will drown (he world’s 
hope. Instantly the storm leaps at a 
bound upon the deep and lifts its waves In 
high and wildest confusion, as if all the 
winds had burst from their cave con- 
finements to avenge incarceration. ‘Wé 
perish! We perish!’ is the hopeless ex- 
clamation of the imperiled voyagers. It 
was the devil at work to drown the gos- 
pel at its dawn. 

“Has he never figured in other ways? 
TI cannot doubt he has in many, if not in 
all, the marked horrors of seismic and 
stormy disturbances of earth. When you 
look at cities overthrown by earthquakes, 
drowned under ashes of volcano, levéled 
in the dust by hurricane, depopulated by 
its pestilence, and you charge God with 
that: are you quite sure of your theology, 
or of your God? It is true the judge of 
all the earth must do and always does 
the rigeht,. and were He Himself the agent 
in these transactions they are explicale 
and consistent with the purest of love and 
merey and righteousness. Life here is 
not all. {fs not half, is not indeed the 
thousandth part. and eternity has the 
fullest recompenses. 

“But I cannot think God is even thé 
efficient cause of the great disasters that 
have befallen the earth. While I do not 
affirm that these are the works of the 
devil. IT think so and am quite sure he has 
both the power to effect them and the 
quality of heart to make him delight in 
such a work of woe. He has ‘the power 
of death.’ and asserts it unless he is re- 
strained by the Almighty. After all, what 
is there to make us doubt that he may 
have presided over the destruction of 
Pompeii, the burning of Chieago, the 
earthquake at Charleston, the water flood 
at Johnstown and the late Texas horror 
at Galveston? Are those people sinners 
above ail other people that ten thousand 
of them.and $20,000,000 of their property 
should have been swept away in a sin- 
gle night? It is more like him than God! 
It is unlike the Lord! Indeed I much in- 
cline to suspect that the great catastro- 
phes of history, whether national, or mu- 
nicipal, or individual, from the flood to 
Galveston’s horror are the/marks the phe- 
nomena of Satan's efficient and destruc- 
tive agency under permissive restraints. 

‘Where, then, does God come into the 
scene? In the use He make-of human 
misfortune and in the grace that repairs 
the desolation which has been wrought. 
‘All things are made to work together for 
good to them. that love God.’ ‘These light 
afflictions’ which beset us for the momcut 
work out ‘for us an exceeding and eter- 
nal weight of glory.’ What the earth- 
quake at Charleston, the fire at Chicago, 
the flood and storm at Galveston may 
have done for such as were caught and 
crushed under these millstones of misfor- 
tune none may Know until dust shall be 
renewed at the resurrection. But as great 
occasions for the cultivation and expen- 
diture of charity, their benefits are appa- 
rent, though immeasurable. Behold the 
people pressing to the aid of Galveston, 
and see charity born of the ashes of 
selfishness and the high mission of the 
world’s rehabilitation. Whatever friendly 
help may put into that sad place of 
‘graves and destitution will be magnified 
a hundred fold and they that give it 
find a corresponding elevation and enrich- 
ing of character. The magnificent charity 
of $1,300,000 cannot fail to make a huge 
displacement in our selfishness, for the 
incoming cf the greater riches of liberal- 
ity and true character. The furrow Sa- 
tan plows the Holy Spirit sows. If hell’s 
horror prepares the fallow’ ground, 
heaven’s mercy seeds its blood drenched 
acres with the sowing of everlasting life. 
God undoes the devil’s work and answers 
hell's loud discord with the harmony of

dred dollars larger. 

The collections taken in some of the 
churches were quite liberal, and much 
sympathy was manifested for the strick- 
en Texas city. At a number of’ the 
churches the morning service was vir- 
tually a Galveston relief service, the ser- 
mon being largely devoted to that dire 
calamity. 

Some of the churches contributing falil- 
ed to send in a report of the amount 
raised to The Constitution last night, but 
they will doubtless help to swell today's 
list. The five churches reporting raised 
$373.38, bringing the grand total of At- 
lanta’s Galveston relief fund up to $7,639.18,

State Health Officer Blunt left here to- 
fay for Austin, where he will make a 
report to the governor concerning cond!l- 
tions in Galveston, It is said that his 
statement will estimate the mortality at 
8,000 souls. Dr. Blunt was in Galveston 
several days and made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the results of the storm. 

Miss Clara Barton, of the Red Cross 
Society, arrived at Texas City tonight 
with a hospital corps and sfippliies. She 
will reach Galveston tomorrow morning. 

The rellef corps sent by the North Amer- 
ican, of Philadelphia, has been at Texas 
City for two days awaiting transportation 
to this city. The corps has fifteen nurses, 
a number of surgeons and three carloads 
of medical stores. 

The work of the relief committee has 
been systematized. The different ward 
chairmen are getting their individual 
wards thoroughly organized and are giv- 
ing out relief to the people who are re- 
siding in their wards.

THEY FACED DEATH BRAVELY. 


Ursuline Convent Proved a Place of 
Refuge for Many. 


Galveston, September 16.—The Ursuline 
convent and academy, in charge of the 
sisters of St. Angelo, proved a haven of 
refuge for nearly 1,000 homeless and 
storm-driven unfortunates. No one was 
refused admittance to the sheltering insti- 
tution. Negroes and whites were taken in 
without question and the asylum was 
thrown open to all who sought its pro- 
tecting wings. In the midst of the storm 
the hundred or more negroes grew wild 
and shouted and sang in true camp- 
meeting style until the nerves of the 
ether refugees were shattered and a pan- 
ic seemed imminent. It was then that 
Mother Superloress Josephine rang the 
chancel bel] and caused a hush of the 
pandemonium. When quiet had been re- 
stored the moth*r addressed the negroes 
and told them that it was no time nor 
place for such scenes; that if they wanted 
to pray they should do so frgm their 
hearts and that the Creator of all things 
would hear their offerings above the roar 
of the hurricane, which raged with in- 
creased fury as she spoke to the awe- 
stricken assemblage. The negroes ls- 
tened attentively and when th& saintly 
woman told them that all those who wish- 
ed to be baptized end resign themselves 
to God could do 80, nearly every one of 
them asked that the sacrament be ad- 
ministered. 

The panic had been precipitated by the 
falling of the north wall of that section 
of the building in which the negroes had 
sougyt refuge. Order and silept prayer 
yas brought about by the nun’'s determi- 
nation and presence of mind. 

Families that had been separated by 
the conflict of elements were united by 
the waters of the gulf tossing them into 
this haven of refuge. What gcenes, what 
heart-bleeding pictures these unions pre- 
sented as the half dead, mangled and 
bruised unfortunates were rescued and 
dragged from the raging waters by the 
nore fortunate members of their own 
family, mourned as victims of the storm. 

The academy was to have opened for 
the fall session on Tuesday and forty- 
two boarding scholars from ali parts of 
the state had arrived at the convent pre- 
paratory 7o resuming their studies on 
that day. The community of nuns com- 
prises forty sisters, and they, too, were 
there administering cheer and deeds of 
mercy to the sufferers, many of whom 
were more dead than alive when brought 
into the shelter. 

Within this religious home and\in cells 
of the nuns four babies came into the 
s‘orld. It was the darkest and most ter- 
rible night in the lives of their mothers, 
and yet the mingled sadness and joy at- 
tending the birth of these children was 
beyond the power of man to describe. 

Mother Joseph, in speaking of the in- 
cidents of the night within the convent 
walls, said that she believed it was the 
first time in the h‘etory of the world that 
a babe had been born the nuns’ cell in 
a convent. And the christening, for no 


day, and it was voted that these babes 
shculd not leave the world they. had just 
entered without baptism, and regardless 
of the religious belfef of the parents, the 
little ones were baptised. 

Mrs. William Henry Heldeman was one 
of the mothers whose new born babe was 
christened William Henry. The ex2e- 
riences of this mother were terrible. Only 
a chapter was learned by the reporter, 
as told bv Mother Joseph. Mrs. Helde- 
man was thrown on the mercies of the 
storm when her home went down and 
was sweptaway. The family had been 
separated when they started to abandon 
their home to the greed of the storm. 
When Mrs. Heldeman was carried away 
on the roof of a wrecked cottage she 
lost all trace of the other members of the 
family. but never lost faith and courage. 
The roof struck some obstruction and the 
next instant Mrs. Heldeman was hurled 
from her improvised raft and landed in 
a trunk, which was rocked on the waters. 
Cramped up inthe trunk, the poor woman 
suffering the agonies of accouchement, 


| was protected to a limited extent and 


was afforded some warmth. On went the 
trunk. tossed high on the sea, bumping 
against drift wood, until the crude bark 
was hurled against Ursuline convent walls 
and was hauled into the building. The lit- 
tle babe was born a few hours later and 
while the good sisters and some of the 
women in the building were attending to 
the mother and child another chapter in 
this family’s history was being enacted 
just without the convent walls. In @ 
tree in the convent yard a young man, @ 
brother of Mrs. Heldeman, battled with 
the wind and waters, while clinging fast to 
a limb of the tree which swayed and 
bowed to the wind. He knew not where 
he was. He could barely discern the 
outlines of the academy biffiding. While 
combatting with his chances of life, or 
death he heard the plaintive cry of 4&4 
child nearby. Reaching out with one 
hand he caught the dress of a little tot 
who. child-like icried ov#t, *me swim- 
ming.”” The child had run the mill race 
buoyed by the force of the storm and had 
not had time to realize her peril. The 
young man in the tree was Mrs. Helde- 
man’s brother, and the child which had 
come to him on the waves was Mrz. 
Heldeman’s little girl. A few minutes 
afterwards a rescuing party was sent out 
from the convent in response to cries for 
help, and found the young man and his 
niece and brought them to the sheltering 
institution. The reunion of at least a 
vewsh of the family followed a few minutes 
ater. 


SERVICES IN FEW CHURCHES. 


Men and Boys Kept Busy Cleaning 
the Streets All Day. 

Galveston, September 16.—This was a 
dreary Sabbath in Galveston. Services 
were held in the few churches made fit 
for use since the great storm. All day 
men and boys were at work clearing 
away the debris. Only a few dead bodies 
were found during the day and they were 
quickly burned, no attempt being made 
to identify them, 


CLARA BARTON SENDS MESSAGE 


President of the Red Cross Society 
Reaches Houston. 


Washington, September 16.—The follow- 
ing message was received here today 
from Miss Clara Barton, the president of 
the Red Cross Society, who has gone to 
Texas to aid in the relfef work there: 

“Houston, Tex.,/ September 16.—To E. 
C. Foster, Washington: Arrived here 
safely last night after a very rapid jour- 
ney. Met by military and civic escort. 
Waited on this morning by citizens relief 
committee, including mayor,who are now 
arranging for our transportation to Gal- 
veston. Houston losses aggregate a mil- 
fion dollars, but she is working night and 
day to relieve Galveston; and the villages 
of Harris and others must have aid from 
the outside. Greatly need money; can pur- 
chase damaged goods very cheaply.”

In any state of society the classes can 
always take care of themselves; but even 
in. a state of libertg the masses need 
to reach the gospel 
ideal without constant effort to lift them 
to the highest plane of equality and fra- | 
ternity by evangelization and education | 
and by encouragement to the highest so- | 
cial, business and political eminence pos- 
sible; and any discrimination against the 
masses as such by church distinction, so- 
cial ostracism, business monopoly, class 
legislation, or political domination is ab- 
hotrent to the ‘‘whosoever’’ philosophy 
and spirit of the gospel, and a source of 
constant socialistic irritation and disor- 
der. This is the curse of much of much 
of even our ecclesiastical and gepublican 
systems—dominated not by despotic con- 
stitutions but by wealth and social supe- 
riority.

Washirgton, September 16.—The minister 
of Costa R:ca at Washington, Senor Cal- 
vo, has received a cablegram from the 
minister of Rica at Parts, which

dent of the French republic, M. Lonbet, 
who was the arbitrator eppointed to de- 
cide the boundary question between Cos- 
ta Rica and ‘Colombia, by jis award of 
yesterday fixed the boundary between 
the two countries in the Atlantic side at 
Mona Point (or P. Carreta) and in the 
Pacific, side at Punta Burica. 

The republic of Colombia claimed that 
the limits should be fixed at Cape Gra- 
cias A Dios, in the Atlantic, including 
the whole of the Costa Rican and Nica- 
reguan Atlantic coast: ard that the limit 
on the Pacific side should be placed at 
Boruca river, to the northwest of Golfo 
Dulce, which would have given Colombia 
a right to half the territory of Costa 
Rica, and about two-thirds of ‘that of 
Nicaragua. 

Costa Rica claimed the old limits be- 
tuwcen Central America and Colombia, 
placed at the Island Escudo de Veragua, 
the Atlantic, ahd the river Chiriqui 
Viejo (at the base of Punta Burica, to the

REV. PROCTOR ON “SERVICE.” 


Preached Strong Sermons Morning 
and Evening—Collection for the 
Galveston Sufferers Taken. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor preached atthe 
First Congregational church yesterday on 
“Service,’’ the morning theme being the 
call to service and the night the reward 
of service. At the evening service he gave 
a five minute prelude on the Galveston 
flood, and at the close of the service a 
eontribution for the Galveston sufferers 
was taken. Rev. Proctor chose for his 
text Matthew xx, 28: “The Son of Man 
came not to be ministered unto. but to 
minister.””’ Among other things, he said: 

“Every true life has two sides—inspira- 
tion and ministration. In one age the 
church laid stress on Inspiration; today 
the emphasis is put upon ministration./ 
Service is the keynote of the Christian 
life. The call to service is threefold. The 
example of Jesus is a call. His was the 
ideal Hfe, the human life of God, and 
service was its most characteristic spirit. 

‘Then the world’s need constitutes our 
call. On every side we hear the cry for 
help, and whether that need be physical, 
mental or spiritual the followers ef Jesus 
are called upon to supply it: for Christ 
went about healing, teaching and preach- 
ing. But there is a closer call still. Our 
own ability. No talent was given for 
show, but for service, 

“It is not improper that we should re- 
gard the reward, for inspired by this 
Moses endured and Christ suffered, But 
salvation is a reward of faith and not of 
service.”’ J

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SOME ELOQUENT SERMONS 


HEARD IN ATLANTA PULPITS 
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» AT TRINITY. * 


Dr. W. P. Lovejoy preached at Trinity 
church vesterday morning at 11 o'clock, 
and in his preliminary remarks commend- 
ed the ministers for the action they took 
in the Sunday concert matter and at the 
conclusion ef his sermon had the stewards 
of the church pass the Collection busket 
for the offering. 

Seventy-seven dollars and forty-three 
cents was the amounc collected. 

After the collection a prayer was of- 
fered for the welfare of the sufferers, 
in which thanks were returned to God 
for the privilege of subscribing to such a 
worthy charity. 

Dr. Lovelov read from manuscript the 
remarks he made on -the action of the 
ministers of the city in suppressing the 
concert. He did this that he might not 
be misquoted, he said, 

‘The ministers of the city did a wise 
thing when they protested against the 
proposed Synday night concert in the in- 
terest of the Galveston sufferers. When 
the men who are set as watchmen on 
the walls of Zion lift up the voice of 
warning, the péople whose interests they 
are seeking to protect do well to lend 
the listening ear. 

“The Sabbath is a divine institution and 
anv effort to secularize it is a violation 
of God's law. Many things can be done 
workday with perfect propriety 
which would be wrong if done on Sunday. 


So-called sacred concerts belong to that 


class. They do not foster reverence for 
the Sabbath in those who patronize them, 
As far as they have any influence at 
all. their effect is to rob God’s holy day 


|of the idea of worship and turn it lato a 


day of pleasure. When men lose their 
regard for the Sabbath as a day set apart 
for divine worship they will ceage to at- 
tend divine worship altogether. 

“When these performances are given in 
the name of charity a double wrong is 
done. The Sabbath is desecrated and the 
sweetness is taken out of charity. Charity 
becomes an article of commerce when it 
is given for a consideration. It is charity 
only when it is spontaneous, when it 
expects nothing in return. 

“It behooves all Christians to give their 
hearty supfort to the ministers whose 
business it is to watch for souls and to 
conserve the best interests of humanity. 
This invasion of a sacred institution 1s 
no mdlehil] magnified into a mountain. 
it fs a real danger Which threatens the 
integrity of our social fabric. Allow the 
thin end of this wedge to enter into your 
civilization and you may live to see the 
continental Sabbath in your midst with 
all of its worldliness and wickedness.”’ 

At the conclusion of these remarks Dr. 
Lovejoy preached a strong sermon 
the duties of the church 
ward contributing to the material sup- 
port of the church. He said that Trinity 
church was in debt $15,000, and members 
of the congregation had subscribed and 
been assessed enoug) to pay the amount, 
but many had nevér paid anything on 
their assessment,

At Merritts Avenue church Dr. R. J. 
Bigham, presiding elder of the North At- 
lanta district, preached at 11 o'clock, His 
text was Psalms cxix, 59: “I thought on 
my ways and turned my feet unto thy 
testimonies.’’ In part he said: 

“Man alone enjoys the power to think, 
and thts is his crown of glory. All other 
created things are without this crown. 
Tninking is the most serious and danger- 
ous thing men do. No one can locate to 
everybody's satisfaction the organ of 
thought. The man's brain is owned by 
the man and it is used as any other 
member by his faculties. A brain does not 
own a man. but the man owns and con- 
trols the brain. 

‘A man thinks and uses his power on 
this line. Unless a man does his own 
thinking and acts upon his own initiative, 
he is just so far from being a free man. 
Thinking is not the mere power to re- 
celve impressions—it carries more with 
it. It may have laws, but it is more than 
apt to transgress every one of them as 
man imagines he has stated them. It is 
doubtful if any man can fix hig mind five 
minutes.in succession on any given sin- 
gle proposition. The student may attempt 
to con his lessons to the exclusion of all 
will find he has 
roamed world wide in his fancies before 
he reaches the accusative case. 

‘The power of thought is highest when 
thought is sustained steadily and con- 
tinuity is of its essence. The power of 
aggregation and holding attention to one 
topic mark the men who are leading the 
world. The most powerful men are the 
great thinkers. Men who reap the great- 
est benefits and recefve highest rewards 
of tribute and money are the thinkers. 
The telephone, telegraph and steam en- 
gine are the great products of continued 
thought and.bring mightiest yield to their 
owners. . 

‘*The latter part of the text is perfectly 
logical and natural. I thought on my 
ways and turned my feet unto thy testli- 
monies. The second is a close corallary 
to the first proposition. A man who 
thinks is bound to come right unto God. 
He is the’inevitable conclusion of all 
thinking. God is in man’s mind and the 
center of thought and He is before man 
as the ultimate hope of the world. 


* ST. LUKE’S CHURCH. 


Rev. C. B. Wilmer, the new rector of St. 
Luke’s church, preached to his congrega- 
tion yesterday morning, choosing as his 
text Isaiah, xlv:15: “Verily thou art a 
God that hidest thyself, O God of Israel 
the Savior.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Wilmer said, among ofher 
things: | 

“God hides Himself behind unanswered 
and unanswerable intelectual questions. 
For example, a mode of existence above 
spaced time is to us fhcomprehensible; 
how God's foreknowledge and man’s free 
will can co-exist is unanswerable; so, too, 
how evil could: originate in a universe 
created and governed by an allwise, all- 
powerful good Deity, etc. 

“God hides Himself also behind the 
laws of nature. The more science reveals 
to us the workings of natural law, the 
greater the tendency to rest in secondary 
cause as the final explanation of things. 
This is still more true when nature's op- 
erations are not, or do not seem, benevo- 
lent; witness the recent storm that de- 
stroyed Galveston. P 

“So, too, in human hisfory. The prog- 
ress of history appears to be due solely 
to the agency of man working in accord- 
ance with the laws of human develop- 
ment and God is hidden still more Behind 
the dark cloud of moral evfl. ‘Man’s in- 
humanity to man, makes countless thous- 
ands mour.’ 
exemplification in the crucifixion of the 
Holy One. | 

“Once more it is the experience of all 
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This truth finds its fullest 


thosé who live in communion with God 
that God now reveals, now conceals Him- 
self. The Psalms of those lyrics of the 
higher life are ful of complaints, such 
as ‘Why hast Thou hid Thy face from me, 
O God!’ and this truth, too, leads up to 
the cross and the cry, ‘My God, My Ged, 
Why Hast Thou Forsaken Me?’ 

“The hidden God is not the absent God. 
God hides Himself that He may be the 
savior. Men can develop the higher, the 
spiritual life only as he can take a grip 
on the unseen whose realization is in the 
future. 

“God hides Himself, then, in order to 
be an object of trust. Faith is a night- 
blooming cereus—it blossoms only in the 
dark. Even in human relations we can- 
not be said to trust a p<#son at all if we 
do not trust him out! of our sight. 

“Tf God were not, in some respects, in- 
scrutable to the human [ntellect and hid- 
den behind natural laws, religion, in the 
sense of the exercise of man highest pow- 
er, a grip on the unseen and eternal 
would be impossible. 

“God hides. Himselg -too, to become an 
object of search. Searching for the hidden 
is the life of our faculties. Even the vine 
in the dark cellar, feeling its way toward 
the sun, may be said to be saved ‘by the 
distance separating it from. the sun.’ 
Every child experiences the’ delight of 
playing ‘hide and seek,’ and learns to 
walk by mother creating a space between 
herself and her loved one. Searching for 
the hidden is the life of true sport. So 
with the intellect! and its problems; 80, 
too, in the highest, the spiritual plane. 
Seeking after the hidden, God developes 
this spirkttual, the eternal life, Jesus.’ ‘In- 
to thy hand I commend my spirit,’ is in- 
spiring and gfand, just becayse preceded 
by ‘My God, why hast Thou forsaken 
me?” @The one is the condition of the 
other. Do away with the hidden God and 
you cannot make religion easy, but im- 
possible. 

“Thus viewed, the incentives to doubt 
or denial of God become the tonics and 
stimulants of spiritual endeavor. We can 
see, too, with the spirit’s eye how man is 
prepared on earth for the life of full 
communion with God. We may not gaze 
with our physicai eyes on this splendor of 
the noon-day sun. Can we then expect 
to look on the unclouded majesty of God? 
In photography the scene reaches the sen- 
sitized plate, then the lense; the plate is 
then developed and fixed in the dark 
room, and then at last exposed to the 
In Christ God is,\brought within 
limits of the human mid and within 
reach of the human heart; and so God's 
likeness is inscribed ongthe spirit! of man 
in the dark room of this life that likeness 
is developed and fixed and at last our 
eyes can belbdld the king in his beauty;

Mr. Williamson’s text was taken from 
a psalm which he read, saying that -in 
it there was not an “if’’—not a word of 
discouragement, but only and altogether 
a glad note of victory and a happy paean 
of thanksgiving.

“All of us serve in some capacitv: all 
must serve in soma way,” the speaker 
said.

Mr. Williamson gave thanks that there 
are so many noble business men in this 
day, and that there are so many happy, 
cheerful Christians. ‘“‘Laughter and ir- 
reverence are not essential to gladness of 
spirit, but the injunction of the psalmist 
is the true one—‘serve the Lord with 
gladness.’ One of the happy illustrations 
used in the sermon was a figure of the 
old south-life—one of the beautiful things 
among the days of slavery was the happy 
harvest song. 

“Never a harvest song rang out from 
laggard heart, and so in the church the 
happy singing hearts give power to the 
faithful working hands.”’ 

At the close of the service one young 
man was received into the fellowship of 
the church, after which a collection was 
taken for the Galveston sufferers.

W. W. Landrum, the pastor, referred 
with much feeling to the terrible fate of 
the Texas city and asked those of his 
congregation who had not already given 
to the relief fund under the auspices of 
the newpapers to make liberal conntribu- 
tions through that channel] today. The 
newspaper lists, Dr. Landrum}said, al- 
ready contained a very large Tiumber of 
names of members of his church. 

The evening service was especially in- 
teresting in connection with the Galves- 
ton calamity. Dr, Landrum preaching a 
sermon on God's providential visitations. 
physical, mental and moral. He chose 
for the text the query of Abraham: 
“Shall not the judge of all the earth do 
right?’ .Hig remarks were generally ex- 
Planatory of the laws of Providence, 
which he proved were benevolent, and 
that the ruin and apparent evil wrought 
by abnormal conditions of the elements 
were infinitesimal compared with the 
blessings man received from the same 
source, Dr, Landrum showed the folly 
of attributing a revengeful and malig- 
nant spirit to God every time some ter- 
rible natural calamity cut men down and 
destroyed their handiwork. He spoke @f 
the various great public afflictions that 
have marked the close of the century 
to.a remarkable extent, instancing the 
cholera and bubonic plagues, the Indian 
famine, the recent wars, ete. The ger- 
mon was listened to with much interest 
by a large congregation.

Work in High School Being Pushed To 
Accommodate Applicants. 


SCHOOLS BADLY CROWDED 


Applicants Continue To Apply for ) 


Tickets of Admission. 


MANY FIRST YEAR PUPILS OUT 


Board of Education Can Do Nothing 
To Relieve Situation Unless More 
Money is Appropriated. 


The school situation is but little chang- 
ed. The only bright outlook is in the 
Girls’ High school, where another room 
is being added to accommodate the sixty- 
three girls who have been without seats 
during the last week. 

By the end of the week it is hoped by 
the board of education all of the girls will 
be seated. The work is being pushed as 
rapidly as possible, and the new teacher 
has already been engaged to take charge 
of the grade. 

In the other schools the same crowded 
condition exists. The teachers are power- 
less to make more room, and the board 
has no money with which to do work. 
Every grade is crowded to its utmost, 
and some of the teachers are required to 
hold two sessions daily. Some of them 
are emploved at half rates on account of 
the small appropriation made for schools. 

Tickets of admission are still 
issued. Many of them have expresscd 
their intention of securing tickets th's 
year and holding them untfil next. 

The appropriation for the schools is 
only 15 per cent of the taxes of the city. 
When the appropriation Is excccded, 
nothing is left but to cut the teachers’ 
salaries. This has been the custom here- 
tofore, a cut in salaries of 74% per cent 
having been instituted some time ag9, 
and never been changed. 

In many sections of the city the schools 
are far apart, and the pupils are forced 
to walk long distances, making it exX- 
ceedingly disagreeable during the cold, 
wet, winter months. 

Many suggestions have been offered by 
prominen: educators to remedy the state 
of affairs, but nothing can be done, 4s 
there is no money in the school fund 
treasury. With $2,000 additional, the 
president of the board of education states 
that the board would be able to supply 
all applicants with seats for the present 
term. 

This does not make provision for the in- 
creasing number of applicants who will 
make an effort to enter the schools next 
term. Members of the board say new 
schools are needed. One could be used to 
good advantage at the present time on the 
south side of town, and one will bo abso- 
lutely necessary on the north side next 
year.
